The 1968 Pam Pack Varsity experienced one of the most disappointing seasons in recent years. Washington was one of 
the pre-season favorites, and after the first two games, it looked as though the Pack was on its way to the championship. A 
12-7 loss to Kinston started the Pack tumbling as they went seven games without a victory. They finished the season with a 
victory over East Cartaret to give them a 3-6-1 record. With a year’s experience in the pro-set offense, Washington was ex- 
pected to improve greatly over last year’s mark of 4-5-1; however, they never reached the peak that many conference coach- 
es thought they would. Defense seemed to be a tremendous problem. Several times the Pam Pack could not maintain leads 
in the last half of the game. Offensively, the Pack was shut-out once, but it was held to only one touchdown on five differ- 
ent occasions. Throughout the year Washington, as a team, played inconsistently and this is a big reason for such a disap- 
pointing season. There were some bright moments during the season. They were supplied mostly by players like senior 
halfback Lex Mann, all-conference; senior guard Chris Furlough, all-conference; senior linebacker Scotty Hardy; senior end 
Tom Stewart; senior halfback Jerry Stalls; and senior halfback Allen Brown.

The 1968-69 basketball team is in a class by 
itself.
